ELM SCHOOL. , 

Two terms taught by Miss Lizzie G. Pulsifer. Length of 
summer term, 7 weeks. Wages of teacher per month including 
board,$20. Whole number of pupils,12 ;average caily attendance, 
11: number attending to reading. 12; spelling, 10; penmanship, 
4; arithmetic, 9; geography, 5; grammar, 8; history and com- 
positon,3 ; physiology 2. Fall term 7 weeks. Wages ot teacher 
per month including board, $20. Whole number of pupils, 12;

average daily attendance, 10; number attending to reading and 
spelling, 12; penmanship, 6; arithmetic and grammar,8 ; geog- 
raphy, 7; history, 2; composition, algebra and physiology, 1. 
This school was composed of the same district and_ fractional 
districts as last year, located in the same school-house. The 
closing examination was quite satifactory. 

BEEDE SCHOOL. 


Two terms taught by Miss Rose R. Sanborn. Length of 
summer term, 8 weeks. Wages of teacher per month including 
board, $20; Whole number of pupils, 25 ;average daily 
attendance, 22; number attending to reading and spelling, 25 ;

This school has been especially fortunate of 
late years in having good teachers and asa matter of course, 
successful schools, and it was equally as fortunate this year, 
as the school was all that could be desired.

Perhaps a word of explanation is due for the shortness of the 
terms in the Coxboro’ and Prescott schools, as there may be 
some of the good people of Holderness who cannot understand 
why a district witb thirty-five dollars of school money cannot 
support a school as long as one with twice that amount. As | 
understand it the new school law, so called. intends for school 
boards to establish a school in every district or place where it 
can be supported cheaper than the scholars can be conveyed 
to some adjoining district, and where this cannot be done the 
school should be abolished and the scholars conveyed to the 
nearest established school, for as our State Supt. remarks it is 
a waste of money and cruelty to animals to establish ‘schools 
of five or six scholars, and it must be plainto the dullest 
understanding that a school of five or six scholars can be con- 
veyed to some adjoining district for less money per week than 
it will cost to support a_ school, for it will cost at least five 
dollars per week to support a school. But on the other hand,

where there is a district with from ten to forty pupils and up- 
wards, it must be obvious that a school can be supported 


there for less money per week than it would cost to convey - 


them away from home, as it would require more than one 
team for such conveyance. The law is of*no assistance to the 
large and popular districts, as they have no longer schools 
than under the district system. The law was designed to as- 
sist the small and sparsely settled districts, which it does if 
the people will only understand it aright, and accept of it in 
the tight spirit, for their school money will go two or three 
times as far in conveying their scholars as it would in sup- 
porting a school especi: ally for their benefit. Now in the 
case of the schools before mentioned: In the Coxboro’ dis- 
trict, there were five scholars, and $37.55 school money. In 
the Prescott district, three scholars and $32. 55, computing by 
the oid system of dividing the money, viz: one third by in- 
ventory, one third by number of scholars, and one third by dis- 
tricts. I called the attention of the parents of pupils (and 
some that were not parents,) to the small ameunt of school 
money for their districts and that they might have their choice, 


to be paid for carrying their scholars away from home to some 


other district and thus have an equal chance with the rest of 


the town, or have the school same as before with one exception ; - 


they were unanimously in favor of having their schools re- 
main unchanged, and let the money.go as far as it would. 
Dist. No. 10, with $22.25 school money, chose to avail itself 
of the benefits of the new law, and enjoyed the same length of 
school as the larger districts. For the shortness of the schools 
throughout the town I think no explanation is necessary. — It 
is enough to say it is not the fault of a majority of those who 
have scholars to send that our schools are so short. But I am 
sorry to say there are some who have children, who seem to be 
opposed to giving them the privileges of a common school for 
fear their taxes will be a few cents higher. I make these few re- 
marks simply to avoid any misunderstanding, as some might 
think that two of the districts were treated unjustly in having 
shorter terms of school than the rest of the town. But they 
received the benefit of all their money, expended according to 
their choice, and that was all that belonged to them in justness 
to the other districts.
